I do not believe that this corresponds to the demands cf justice; that after 


a case is completely closed the prosecution submits further evicence azainst 
a defendant, without the defendant having an opportunity to comment on it on 
the witnessestande In the Pohl Affidavkt completely new facts are alleged.
